BEFORE THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION, 

State School Commussioner Orr made an 
able argument before the joint committee on 
education in favor of legislation to aid educa- 
tion. He represented the views agreed on in 
the convention of school superintendents, 
which represented twenty states. The educa- 
tors ask for a direct appropriation from the 
treasury of $15,000,000 the first year, and $1,- 
000,000 less each year for ten years, this sum 
to be distributed on the pasis of illiteracy, and 
applied under the laws of each state. Its bene 
fit, however, is conditioned on an appropria- 
tion by each state of at least one-third as

much as it receives from the general fund. 
The friends of the measure are very hopeful. 

Among others who addressed the commit- 
tee in edyocacy of an appropriation were Dr. 
Dickinson, secretary of the United States 
board of education; O. 8S. Thompson, city su- 
perintendent of Charleston; Mayor Courte- 
nay, of Charleston, and Mr. Bryan, son of 
United States District Judge Bryan, of 
Sauthr Carolina; Rev. Dr. Porter, Charleston, 
and several prominent northern educators. 
Senator Blair, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee, addressed several questions to the dele- 
gates as tothe amount of government aid de- 
sired, the period during which it should be 
afforded, and its methods of distribution. 
Senator Blair has a bill now pending to effect 
about what is asked. Sena‘or Brown says he 
tinds a very general disposition to do some- 
thing in this direction. Representative Clem- 
ents has taken a very active interest in educa- 
tional legislation, and feels confident that 
some liberal meazcure will be adopted.

The Florida senators insisted upon a 
provision for stations at points on the Atlantic 
coast of Florida follows: Key West, 
Jupiter Inlet, Cape Canvarel and 
Sr. Augustine, and one on the 
vulf coast west cf Apalachicola _ river, 
five in all. Mr. Longer, in charge of the bill, 
arcued thatthis was unnecessary. Mr. Jones, 
of Florida, replied that the record showed 104 
wrecks on the coast line just indicated. The 
proposition was agreed to—ayes 36, nays 1%. 
An amendment was adopted limiting the pay 
of surfmen at fifty dollars per month. The 
bill then passed—yeas 47, nays 8. Mr. George 
asked and was granted an indifinite leave of 
absence. 

MISSISSIIPPI RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr. Kellogg, from the committee on the 
Mississippi river improvements to whom was 
referred the bill for the improvement of the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers,and the bill 
forthe construction, completion, repairing 
and preservation of the Mississippi levees, 
reported that the committee had unanimous- 
ly agreed upon a substitute for these bills. 
The substitute went to the calendar with a 
notice by Mr. Kellogg that he would ask for

THE TEXT OF THE BILL. 

Be it enacted, ete., That the secretary of war, 
with -he advice and under the direction of the 
Mississippi river commission, is hereby author- 
ized and directed to expend the sum of 36,000,000, 
$5,000,000 on the Mississippi river, and $1,000,000 
thereof on the Missouri river, in deepening the 
channels and improving the navigation of said riv- 
ers, in accordance with the plans recommended by 
said commission, and said sum of $6,000,000 is here- 
by appropriated out of any money in the trea- 
sury not otherwise appropriated for the purposes 
aforesaid, and so much thereof as the secretary 
of warmay determine to be necessary, is hereby 
made immediately available; provided that no 

art of suid sum herein appropriated shall be used 

n preventing injury to lands by the overflow, or 
for any other purpose whatever, except a means of 

eepening the channels or improving the naviga 
tion of said river. The secretary of war shall pre- 
scribe such rulesand regulations as may be necessary

THE TARIFF COMMISSION BILL. 

At 2:10 the tariff commission discussion 
was resumed, and Mr. Miller, of New York, 
proceeded to give some of the reasons for his 
belief in protection; reasons, he said, which 
were held by the great majority of the people 
of New York. After a speech from Mr. Sher- 
man, in which he cited the recent decision

ROBINSON’S THREATS. 


The Great Congressional Fenian Wante Information 
er Satisfactien. 

WaAsHINGTON, March 24.—In the house, Mr. 
Robinson, of New York, called attention to 
the rule which provides that a committee 
shall report back resolutions calling for de- 
partmental information within eight days, 
and to the fact that the resolution referred to 
the committee on foreign affairs relative to 
the imprisonment of American citizens in 
Great Britain had not as yet heen acted 


upon. How long, he queried, will we 
neglect our citizens lingering in jail. The 
chairman of the committee on foreign affairs 
said he felt authorized to state that communi- 
cation was being constantly had with the 
government of Great Britain by the state de- 
partment, and it was understood that in a few 
days the committee would be able 
to make an intelligent report on 
the resolutions, Mr. ‘Robinson said 
that if something was not done, and our min- 
ister has not demanded his passport, he would 
move his impeachment. Mr. Wilson, of 
West Virginia, a member of the committee, 
stated that the resolution had not yet been 
reported back because the committee desired 
to obtain all necessary information. There 
were no laches on the part of the committee, 
Mr. Robinson replied, that would make his 
question of impeachment unnecessary. 
ANOTHER MISSISSIPPI SCHEME. 

Mr. Thomas, from the committee on the 
Mississippi levees, reported a bill appropriat- 
ing 36,563,000 to be ex pended according to the 
plans of the Mississippi river commission for 
the improvement of the navigation and com- 
merce of the Mississippi river, and the con- 
struction of works of improvement, $4,613,000 
to be applied below the mouth of the Ohio; 
$1,000,000 between the mouth of the Ohio and 
Illinois river: 8500,000 between the Illinois 
and Desmoines rapids, and $750,000 between 
the Desmoines riverand St. Paul. Referred 
to the committee of the whole. At 
1:10 the house went into committee 
whole on the private calendar. 
Two hours were consumed in the discussion 
of the first billon the calendar, referring to 
the court of claims the claims of the captors 
ofthe ram Albemarle,when-at last the bill was 
laid aside favorably. Another debate arose 
upon the next bill, for the relief of the heirs 
and next of kin of James Bb. Armstrong, the 
opposition to the measure being based on the 
fact that the heirs were disloval. Pending 
action the committee rose, and reported to 
the house the Albermarle bill, when it was 
passed. The house then, at 4:30, took a re- 
cess gntil 7:30, the evening session being for 
conatbatelinn of pension bills on the private 
calendar. 

THE EVENING SESSION, 

There was but a small attendance of mem- 
bers when the house met at 7:50 this evening, 
and after considering and passing thirty- 
seven pension. bills, the house at 10:45 ad- 
journed until Monday.

COALING AT CHIRIQUI, 


Secretary Hunt Makes a Keport on the Quarter Mil. 
lion Dollar Job. 

Wasni:.Ggton, March 22.—Secretary Hunt 
has sent to congress a volume of papers relat- 
ing tothe Chiriqui grant and the efforts which 
were made to induce the government to buy 
from an alleged corporation, represented by 
Ambrose W. Thompson, coaling stations at 
Chiriqui, on the Atlantic coast, and the Gulf 
of Dulce, on the Pacific coast. Congress ap- 
propriated at its last session $200,000 for these 
stations, and Secretary Thompson sent two 
vessels of the navy to examine the harbors. 
Admiral Wyman writes: “It was stated 
that $250,000 annually would be saved 
to the government by the purchase or 
by establishing a coal station on the isthmus. 
It is difficult to understand how such a state- 
ment could have been made or received. The 
average coal account forthe whole navy is 
about $300,000. Admitting that every vessel 
of the North American squadron coaled once 
during the yearat Aspinwall, with coal at 
$15 per ton, the yearly expense. would not 
exceed 315,000; but on an average, not more 
than twoor three vessels coal there during 
a year. Building a whart, coal-shed, clearing 
the land, and the necessity of carrying every- 
thing to Almirante Bay, even skilled labor, 
and when constructed, employing persons to 
take care of the station, would consume an 
amount of money equal to _—ithat 
used for purchase of coal for several 
years, even were it purchased at As 
pinwall.’’ Captain R. W. Meade, in a letter- 
says: “I bad a long interview at Frenchman’, 
creek with no lessa person than Mr. J. A 
Morel, formerly the agent of the Chiriqui im- 
provement company, and he admitted to me 
in direct terms that Mr. Ambrose W. Thomp- 
son had not complied with the stipulations of 
the contract. and that no road at present ex- 
isted between David and Boca del Torro. 
Should, therefore, any money now be paid to 
Mr. A. W. Thompson or his agents‘or this so- 
called company, it would be as perfect a 
fraud on the United States government as it 
is possible to conceive. My own opinion is 
that the thing was aswindle from the very 
beginning. Any individual can acquire gov- 
ernment lands in Chiriqui under the laws of 
Columbia by the ordinary process of denoun- 
cing.”

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WILL TELLER GET IT?” 


The Colorado Senator Pressed for the Interlor De 
partment. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The talk of Sena- 
tor Teller’s appointment as secretary of the 
interior continues and some assert that the 
nonrination will be made very soon. A sen- 
ator asked Teller, so it is said, why he did not 
hurry his appointment up and have it aone 
with, and he replied that he was waiting to 
hear from Colorado. Western senators gen- 
erally believe that Teller has been urged for 
this appointment, and that the president 
yromised to make it, some of them do not be- 
have the matter has been definitely settled or 
that the position has been formally offered to 
Teller. 

A TRADE ON FOOT, 

Some assert a belief that the influence of 
-Chaffee’s friends is pushing Teller for the 
cabinet, with the purpose of having Chaffee 
succeed Teller in the senate. This could not 
be accomplished, of course, without the con- 
sent of Governor Pitkin, of Colorado, who 
would have in his hands the appointment of 
Teller’s successor. Strong pressure has been 
brought upon the administrat-on in favor of 
Chaffee’s appointment as secretary of the in- 
terior, but this was bitterly fought by the re- 
publicans of Colorado. General Grant and 
ex-Senator Chattee are both here, urging tue 
appointment. Asan indi ation of the extent 
to which the report of Teller's appointment 
as secretary of the interior is credited in the 
senate, it can be stated that fifteen republican 
senators have applied for his seat, which is 
one of the most desirable in the chamber.

THR MONEY REQUIRED, 

Irom the statfments submitted by the gen 
tlemen itappeafs that the original cost 0 
this improvement was estimated at $1,800,000 ; 
that $750,000 have been expended; that about 
$750,000 are needed at once to continue the 
work and that $300,000 more will be needed 
to complete it. It was asserted by the speak- 
ers that steamships with hundreds of passen- 
gers had, on several occasions, been compelled 
to lie outside the bar for fourteen huurs; that 
on this account not only Charleston, but other 
parts of the country, are interested in the 
work being promptly done. 

STRONG APPEALS IN FAVOR OF IT. 

Petitions from the New York, Baltimore 
and Cincinnati chambers of commerce an 
boards of trade have been received in favor of 
it. A letter from General Gilmore, Uni 
States engineer, was also read, favoring a0

THAT AMERICAN HONOR 
BEEN SACRIFICED

To the Dewands of British Greed and Diplomacy in 
Chili—The United States Doing More tor En- 
gland than England Could Do for Herself 
—How Frelinghuysen Surrenders. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Post this 
morning publishes an interview with ex-Sec- 
retary Blaine on the latest phase of the Chilt- 
Peruvian question. 
able to give an exhaustive review of the ques- 
tion, but the general result was precisely 
what he had predicted when Mr. Trescott’s 
instructions were revoked. 

{N THE INTEREST OF ENGLISH SPECULATORS, 

“What do you mean by general result?’ 
inquired the reporter. 

‘T mean,’’ said Blaine, ‘‘as I said in Janua- 
ry,that Peru is to be despoiled and destroyed, 
and that the profits of the spoilation will be 
divided between Chili and the English bond- 
holders and speculators, who furnished her 
the money and guns and ironclads that de- 
stroyed Peru. It is so advertised in the Chil- 
ian newspaper by the treasury department of 
Chili. They have issued a decree asking for 
bids for one million tons of guano to be ex- 
tracted from the guano beds of Peru, now in 
possession of Chili. Every cargo must be 
paid for, so the ‘advertisement runs, in good 
sterling exchange. English money, mark 
you, at ninety days sight. One-half goes to 
Chili and one half tothe English bondhold- 
ers, and Chili binds herself to deposit fifty per 
cent of the proceeds of the guano in the bank 
of Engiand. 

THE UNITED STATES GAGGED, 

“Did Trescott agree to this?’’ asked the 
porter, 

“Trescott was forbidden,’ said Blaine, ‘to 
say one word about it, and was not permitted 
eyen to interpose a protest.”’ 

“Hiow forbidden?” 

“How?” said Blaine. “‘Why in explicit 
terms. See here is what my successor in the 
state department said in his letter to Trescott 
revoking his previous instructions: “The pres- 
ident wishes in no manner to dictate or make 
any authoritative utterance to either Peru or 
Chili as to the merits of the controversy exist- 
ing between those republics as to whiat in- 
demnity should be asked or given, as to the 
change of boundaries, or as to the personal 
government of Peru. The president recog- 


i 


lics, to Which he has no right 


.o dictate.”’ 

“Of course,” continued Blaine, ‘“‘when 
Trescott was thus made powerless, the Chill 
and English bondholders bad it all their own 
way; with none to molest or make them 
afraid.’’ 

PLAYING SECOND FIDDLE TO\ENGLAND. 

“Then it would seem asif Trescott’s visit 
had turned out in the interest of Engiish 
speculators?’ suggested the reporter. 
‘‘Undeniably,”’ said Blaine, “because Tres- 
cott, under Frelinghuysen’s instructions, has 
stood there asa constant witness. The United 
States could not, in any event, intervene. If 
the indemnity demanded took the last dollar 
of Peru's property, Trescott was specially in- 
structed not tosay one word in protest or op- 
p: sition,”’ 

‘‘How did Trescott come to sign this recent 
protocol?” asked the reporter. 

“T do not understand that he has signed 
any protocol. The dispatches are a little con- 
fused, but you will observe the result to Chili 
and Peru is exactly the same, whether our 
good oftices in aid of the protocol should be 
used or not. It is merely a question as to 
whether we would actively aid or simply agree 
not to hinder.”’ 

CHILI'S EXHORBITANT TERMS, 

‘Does not the protocol change all previous 
demands of Chili?” 

“T think,”’ said Blaine, “it enlarges those 
demands somewhat beyond the idemnities 
asked before Trescott arrived. Naturally 
enough, when Chili found the United States 
was sure not to interfere, she took all she 
wanted. She added, I think, the district of 
Tacna to her previous demands, besides a 
large strip of territory north of Tarapaca. As 
. understand Chili's demancs now, they in- 
clude, first, the absolute annexation of Tara- 
pacaanda large strip of territory north of 
Mit. © These include all the nitrates and a great 
bulk of ‘the guano. Second, Chili, holds 
and occupies the districts of Arica and 
Tacna nominally for ten years to be 
then released to Peru on payment of 
$20,000,000, which they leave her no more 
power to pay than if it were twenty thousand 
millions. Arica and Tacna may, therefore, 
be considered permanently annexed. Third, 
the Labas islands are to be seized and held by 
Chili as long as there is any guanoon them. 
They have, therefore, taken the very richest 
districts of Peru, including all the nitrates 
and all herguanos, just as they designed in 
the outset, only they were not then sure, as 
they are now, that the United States would 
permit it. When these conditions were sub- 
mitted to Trescott, he was graciously told 
that his good ofttices would be accepted to 
urge thenr upon Peru, but if Peru refused to 
accede to them, then his good offices must be 
considered at an end ”’ 

A GIGANTIC SCHEME, 

“That can hardly .be considered courteous 
to the United States?’ queried the reporter. 

“Why should Chili be courteous to the 
United States?’ reple Blaine. ‘‘Nations, like 
individuals, depend for their position upon 
their power and will to assert. When Uriah 
Heep thanked God he was humble, Master 
Copperfieid took him at his word. Whenour 
minister of state instructed Trescott to make 
no authoritative utterance, but merely to be 
seen and not heard, and to act the part of 
meekness and humility, Chili naturally con- 
cluded she could use the power of this great 
government as she chose, and thus sought to 
make Trescott aid in her designs upon Peru.”’ 

‘‘But [do not quite understand,’’ said the 
reporter, “how Chili came toadvertise million 
of tons of Peruvian guano for sale before 
the treaty was concluded or any arrangement 
for peace made.”’ 

‘She did it on the old principle,” said 
Blaine, ‘‘He shall take who has power. and 
he shall keep whocan. It is an absolute con- 
quest. She feelsso sure that she need not 
wait for the treaty to be concluded. She sim- 
ply appropriates property with a strong hand. 
When the United States refused to ask for 
justice between the two republics and strong 
English power was interested in the aggrand- 
izement of Chili, Peru's fate was sealed. It 
is noticeable, moreover, that this million tons 
of guanois offered for sale in one block, and 
any bidder is required to put half a-million 
dollars, so that the decree of sale is merely a 
mode of getting this vast property in the 
hands of the agents of the Chillian and Eng- 
lish bondholders. Ic will be carried in Eng- 
lish ships, making larger freightage than the 
cotton of the United States annually taken 
beyond the sea.”’ 

WHAT SHOULD HAVE BEEN DONE. 

‘Mr. Blaine, do you think the United States 
could in any event have prevented this result 
without war?’ 

‘‘With entire ease,”’ replied Blaine. ‘‘There 
never was such arrant nonsense talked as the 

ibility of war with Chili. The difference 
in the power of the two countries renders the 
idea of war ridiculous. We are too big to 
. make war with Chili and Chili is too small to 
make war on us. The moral power of the 
United States, judiciously exerted, could have 
saved the autonomy of Peru.” 

‘Could it also have preserved all her terri- 
tory?’ asked the reporter.

“Tam not entirely sure of that,” replied 
Mr. Blaine. “A cession of territory might be 
necessary in case Peru could not pay the 
proper war indemnity, and I so instructed 
Mr. Trescott, but this always contemplated 
that Peru had the alternative right to pay the 
indemnity, and if the territory had te be sac- 
riticed, it should not be in excess of a fair in- 
demnity. 

“Fifty million dollars would have amply 
reimbursed Chili for her expenses. She has 
taken $1.500,000,000 worth of property from 
Peru merely by a strong arm, and the United 
States has stood by in the person of her special 
envoy, instructed either to say nothing or to 
sav it was all right.”’ 

‘‘A great many believe,” 
“that an active use of eur 
have done no good.”’ 

COMMERCIAL OBEISANCE TO ENGLAND. 

“Tn any event,” said Mr. Blaine, ‘it would 
have done no harm, and we should have had 
the consciousness at least of trying to savea 
sister republic from destruction. It would 
have been honorable to make the effort, even 
if it had failed. As the resuit now stands, 
we have acquired the hatred of the Peruvians 
to theSlatest generation, and: at least the con- 
tempt of the Chilians. We have also secured 
the self-satisfied chuckle of a band of English 
speculators, into whose hands the power of 
the United States has so effectively played. 
(ireat Britain, with all her prowess, could not 
have advanced the commercial interests of 
her own merchants in South America so pow- 
erfully and destroyed the interests of Ameri- 
cun merchants there so completely, as has 
been done by the instructions with which 
Trescott was bound and gagged. The first in- 
stallmentto British interests in the freight

A QUESTION OF STRENGTH. 

“But if the United States had intervened 
would not Great Britain also have inter- 
vened?”’ 

“Well,” said Blaine, “it would have been 
worth while to find out whether, if the United 
States intervened to save an American re- 
public, Great Britain would have intervened 
to destroy it. In my own judgment, the for- 
eign policy of Great Britain will not take 
that direction. It certainly will not as long 
as British statesmen see thatthe United States 
can do by omission more for British interests 
than (Gireat Britain can do by commission. 
The whole idea, however, of British inter- 
vention isa myth. The moral power of the 
United States in South America would 
simply have been irresistible. For American 
interests, it was the opportunity of a century, 
and it was blindly sacrificed. The commer- 
cial interests of this country in South Amer- 
ica will not in fifty years recover what has 
been lost and what was in its power. to ac- 
quire. Our interests are not only totally de- 
stroyed in Chili and in Peru, but our prestige 
is impaired in all South America. indeed, 
in all Spanish America, both continental and 
insular, the present generation will not wit- 
ness the recovery of -tiat which has been 
lost within the last ninety days.”’ 

SOUTH AMERICA A BRITISH DEPENDENCE 

“When you speak of commercial interests, 
Mr. Blaine, do you mean shipping interests?” 

“I mean that,’”’ said Mr, Blaine, ‘‘but not 
that alone; I mean the entire interchange of 
commodities, supplying of manufactured 
articles and raw materifs, the concentration 
in our commercial cities of ashare of that 
Which will now go to London and Liverpool. 
The trade of the western coast of South 
America, from this time forward, will be as 
much in the hands of Great Britain as the 
trade of British India. But this opens a large 
subject and I have neither time nor inclina- 
tion to pursue it to-day.”’

St. Louis, March 24.—The form of a final 
decree to be entered in the cases of the ex- 
press companies against the railroad compa- 
nies was approved to-day by Judges McCrary 
and Treat in the United States circuit court. 

A SWEEPING INJUNCTION. 

It is a sweeping injunction, providing for 
the carrying of express matter in charge of a 
messenger or agent on all passenger trains, 
The railroad companies. cannot open or in- 
spect a package, or demand a knowledge of 
their contents. Nailroad ofticiais are not 
allowed to _ interfere in any way 
with the express matter or messengers. The 
express companies are to keep an account of 
their carryiag service, and make a settlement 
on the 15th of each month for the business of 
the month preceding. The rate is to be not 
exceeding 50 per cent more than tke pre- 
scribed rates for the transportation of ordi- 
nary freight. and not exceeding the rate 
charged by the railroad company for any 
other express company. All previous excess 
in rates or unjust discriminations are to be 
investigated by the master in chancery. The 
injunction is perpetual, 

THE MEMPHIS AND LITTLE ROCK. 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

LittLe Rock, March 24.—In the United 
States court to-day, Judge Caldwell refused 
to appoint areceiver for the Memphis and 
Little Rock railroad company, taking the 
ground that any actidn was unnecessary to 
enforce any rights the plaintiffs might have, 
or to provide means to pay the judgment for 
$250,000 recently obtained by the state.

THE CELEBRATED NEW ENGLAND 


POET’S LIFE ENDED. 


Lifework—His Two Professorships--A Li t of 
His Works and Transilations—His Home 
and Appearance— About Evangeline. 


Bowron, March 24.—Henrvy W. Longfellow, 
the poet, at 4 o'clock this morning, was in a 
dying condition and death is momentarily ex 
pected. His bedside was surrounded by his 
family. He has been ailing for some time 
past, but yesterday sank very rapidly, and at 
midnight all hopes of his recovery abandon- 


ed.

where the poet was born—February 27, 1307— 
is one of the oldest houses in Portland, Mame. 
Young Longfellow was taught at one of the 
numerous New £ngland academies, the one 
he attended being kept by one Cushman, af- 
terwards editor of the New York Evening 
Post, and by Jacob Abbott, of Rollo book and 
Harper history fame. Under them he was 
pushed rapidly forward and entered Bowdoin 
college at the age of 14. J. 8S. C. Abbott, 
Congressman Jonathan Cilley, George B. 
Cheever, of anti-slavery notoriety, and Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne, the novelist, were in his 
class. His college life was uneventful, and 
he early began to contribute verses to the 
Portland papers; and before he had graduated 
he had contributed the Hymn of the Moravian 
Nuns, Woods in Winter, and other poems to 
the long since extinct United States 
Literary Gazette. For these poems he was 
paid two dollars each. He was graduated 
second in his class of thirty-seven, and six 
months after graduation the eighteen vear 
old boy was tendered the 
of modern languages and literature by 
hix alma mater. Atthe time he was study- 
ing law in his father’s office. It 
metrical translation of Horace’s odes which 
secured him to chair, and before accepting 
he went abroad and studied French, German, 
Italian and Spanish for three and a half years 
in their native countries. 
HIS WORK BEGUN. 

In 1829 Mr. Longfellow is found at the _ be- 
ginning of his life’s work, with all theculture 
of a fine-grained collegian polished by Eurc- 
pean study. 

One of bis early students wrote: ‘His in- 
tercourse with the students was perfectly sim. 
ple, frank and gentlemanly. He neither flat- 
tered nor repelled; he neither sought popu- 
larity.nor avoided it. He was a close and 
ardent student in all Spanish and French lit- 
erature. But he always and evidently enjoy- 
ed having students come to him with any rea- 
sonable question about languages, authors, 
literature, mediwval or modern history, more 
especially the former.”’ 

Nor was his influence confined to his col- 
lege classes. He published a successf] text- 
book for their uses, occasional articles un lite- 
rary subjects in what was then almost the 
sole avenue to the American public for the 
small but interesting coterie of American 
authors, the ‘‘North American Review.” and 
one or two translations. But his work as an 
author can hardly be said to have commenced 
till, in 1835, he was invited to become profes- 
sor of modern languages and literature at 
Harvard, occupying the chair made vacant 
by the resignation of Professor Ticknor. His 
passion for preparation had not forsaken him, 
and he seized the occasion for another year of 
foreign travel. But the preparation proved 
to be profounder than he had planned; the 
lirst great sorrow of his life overtook him in 
the death of his young wife at Rotterdam. 

A PERIOD OF PRODUCTION, 

Upto this hour his life had been one of 
preparation; henceforth it was one of pro- 
duction. His return home was immediately 
followed by the production of ‘‘Outre-Mer,”’ 
and two years later by “‘Hyperion.”’ English 
literature affords no specimen of greater 
beauty of simplicity in expression than these 
prose poems, the second of which Barry Corn- 
wall was accustomed to read through once a 
year for the sake of its style. Other works 
followed in rapid succession during the twen- 
ty vears of his Cambridge professorship— 
“Voices of the Night,” ‘The Spanish Stu- 
dent,” “‘Evangeline,”’ ‘‘Kavanagh,” ‘The 
Golden Legend,” besides several volumes of 
poems, an edition of ‘‘Poets and Poetry of 
Kurope,’ and not infrequent contributions to 
the periodicals of the day, the North Ameri- 
can, the Knickerbocker, and Putnam’s. Nor 
was his professorship meanwhile a sinecure. 
or its duties anu Jabors lightly regarded by 
either himself or others. 

For 17 vears Longfellow held the professor- 
ship at Harvard. in 1842 he went to Europe 
again, and in the next year he married for 
the second time. In 1554 he resigned his of- 
fice but continued to live in Cambridge. In 
1368 he revisited Europe and received the de- 
eves” OF «6D.

Since his retirement from 
his professorship Mr. Longfellow has lived 
quietly at Cambridge the greater part of his 
life, being varied only by the production of 
his volumes of verse. Mr. Longfellow’s famiy 
consisted of two sons, one of whom, Ernest, 
is a distinguished artist, and three daughters, 
one of whom married a son of R. H Dana, 
Jr.; the other two lived with him in the cele- 
brated Cragie louse. 

LONGPELLOW AT HOME, 

About half a mile or so from Harvard col- 
lege, alittle back from the elm-shaded avenue 
stands an old-fashioned square house with a 
broad piazza looking out upon its garden, and 
its front windows commanding a view of the 
quiet and unostentatious Charles river. This 
is the Craigie mansion, and it has been Mr. 
Longfellow’s home ever since 1836. It was 
then in the possession of the widow Craigie, a 
gentlewoman who had seen better days and 
was humbly proud of theffact. Mr. Longfel- 
low’s first application for lodging at her door 
was repulsed with the remark, ‘I do not take 
siudents,’’ but when the old lady learned that 
the youth of twenty-eight was a college pro- 
fessor she _ relaxed her dignity a 
trifle, and consented to let him a 
chamber in the second story, which 
to this day serves as asort of second library 
whither his volumes depart when placed on 
the retired list, It was built, probably, not 
far from the middle of the last century; an 
iron in the back of one of the chimneys. 
bearing the date 1759, serves as a kind of 
birthmark. At the beginning of the revolu- 
tion it was purchased by the colonial govern- 
ment, and became Washington’s headquart- 
ers aiter the battle of Bunker Hill. The po- 
et’s present study was Washington’s room; 
the parlor opposite was Lady Washington's 
parlor; the large room in the rear, now con- 
verted into a family library, was appropriated 
to the aides-de-camp. After the revolution

TaLsotton, March 20.—Yesterday I spent 
on my native heath, the home of my youth, 
Goshen, located inthe piny woodsin the 
extreme northern part of Chattahoochee 
county, the land of the gopher and the sala- 
mander. At no season of the year does this 
section appear to’ such an advantage as now. 
the opening of spring. Through the long leaf 
pines the balmy breezes sigh, while the black 
jack and the haw trees are taking on their 
foliage of green, and beneath the springing 
grass furnish a verdant carpet, from which 
the woodland violet and thousands of other 
wild flowers modestly lift 
with here and there a_ wild jessamine 
having fastened its tendrils about 
some sturdy oak laden with its yellow blooms 
freight the air with a perfume that the inge- 
nuity of man has never yet been able to im- 
prison. if there bean elixir of life, it cer- 
tainly isin the pure air of a spring day in the 
piney woods. Verhaps I am not without bias 
In thesr favor, for over these hills in my boy- 
hood days in the stilly evening hour I drove 
up the lowing kine, around the persimmon 
tree laden with its golden fruit when the ful] 
moon had waned I hunted the festive opos- 
sum, and as I drink in great draughts of its 
life-giving perfume-laden air, my heart swells 
With exultation that “This is my own, my 
native land.” Be 

At the old home I found the work of pre- 
paring for a new crop was well under way. 
Lhe corn land has been well broken, the cot- 
ton seed used as a fertilizer bedded in, and 
the grain for the most part planted. In many 
respects “Goshen” is one of the 

MODEL FARMS 
of Georgia, and 1 trust none will ascribe to 
me wrong motives in saying so. Itis not 
conducted on the Persons-Lamar theories, but 
its cribs are filled with corn that will last till 
the present crop ripens, and its smoke house 
contains a sutiiciency of meat to ‘do’ at least 
the immediate family of its owner, Mr. Tbomas 
DeWolf. Its fodder houses are filled to over- 
flowing, and in its pea house are three or four 
hundred bushels of well cleaned peas in ex- 
cess Of the farm's wants, awaiting a home 
market which planting time will create. And 
last but not least 
THE GUANO HOUSE, 

is filled to the roof with a fertilizer gathered 
up in his own horse lot and barn yards, and 
manipulated by the owner, which I honestly 
believe is superior to that which the silvery- 
tongued agents about Talbotton are selling to 
the farmers of this county at a bale of cotton 
per ten, to be paid next fall, 
Believing it Would be interesting to your 
readers I shall tell you just how this great 
bank of fertilizers is gathered up and manip- 
ulated. It takes just twelve months to make 
it, that is he begins to prepare for next year 
as soon us he has finished manipulating that 
intended for this year. As soon as he has 
raked off his horse lot and barn yard or cow 
lot, he again covers the entire ground with 
leaves and litter, which is allowed to remain 
till itisthoroughly cut up and decomposed, 
it is then raked up and _ banked, and the 
ground again covered with litter from the 
woods, Ifrom this bank he fills his horse and 
cow stalls, (he has stalls for both) whi h great- 
ly improves it. Wheg it becomes necessary 
to remove it from the stalls it is again banked 
but protected by shelter from the sun. His 
euany house is 24 feet wide and 75 feet long. 
In one side of this he makes u vat or box 12 
inches deep, six feet wide and sixteen fect 
long. Ilntothis vat he puts 22 wheelbarrow 
loads of the rakings from the cow lot. 8 bar- 
row loads from his stables, 4 barrow loads of 
leached ashes and = one bushel of. salt- 
The whole mass is then thoroughly work. 
ed up or manipulated with a  manip- 
ulating fork, an implement especially 
adapted to the use. Fyrom this vat it comes a 
finely pulverized fertilizer, which is banked 
in the house. Hé now has a bank 75 feet 
long, 12 feet thick and 10 feet high, contain- 
ing how many tons I haven't the least idea. 
Lhis fertilizer is applied to cotton in the same 
manner as guano, but with a more generous 
hand, as it did not cost a bale of cotton per 
ton, but which he thinks is worth more and 
we think there are thousands of farmers in 
the country who will agree with him when 
the agent of the guano king calls for his mas- 
ter’s tithe next fall. 
There are many things about this model 
farm about which I would like to tell you, 
but fear I trespass too heavily on your col 
umns. However, I will give you a descrin- 
tion of his cow-barn, which I think is woithy 
the attention of farmers throughout the sun- 
ny south. It is 100 feet long, with a good 
shingle roof extending down to within eight 
or ten feet of the ground, which forms a ca- 
pacious loft for the s orage of dry forage. 
Under the center along its entire length ex- 
teuds a broad trough, made of very heavy lum- 
ber, just high enough for a cow to eat out of 
with ease, along the center of this trough ex- 
tends a piece of timber into which pine poles 
are fitted and fastened in plates in the floor of 
the lott forming a rack opening into the loft 
above, into which forage for the cows can be 
easily thrown. On each side this vast struc- 
ture is partitioned olf into stalls, with trough 
and rack, protecting the cows from the win- 
try blasts and turnishing a place in which 
they can be easily fed. It is without doubt 
the most conveniently arranged structure | 
ever saw, and about the only reason every 
farm in the country is not supplied with one, 
is that the people generally do not know how 
easily one can be built,

‘This was 
soon observed by his superintendent, who 
chine harged Lilie, Whereupon4he atonce spent 
& portion of his slender earnings In the pur- 
chase ot a revolver and some cartridges and 
came to Paris. Gambetta was then at bis 
country villa at Ville d’Auray, the blooming 
little suburb between Saint Cloud and Ver- 
sailles, apd Florian soon found this out. He 
went thither, and had the then president of 
ihe chamber taken it into his head to go for 
a walk alone in the public park, he would 
undoubtedly have now been in a better world, 
and the reactionary party would be jubi- 
lant. The long waiting rather discouraged 
Florain, and at the Mst moment he resolved 
to kill the first bourgeois who came along. 
it would be one less, anyway, he said. So 
when a physician, Doctor de Meymar, came 
out of his house for a walk in the pleasant 
fields, Florian shot twice at him, fancied that 
he had killed him, and set up a shout of 
triumph. Then running away a short dis- 
tance, he turned the revolver against himself 
and by a shot in the mouth endeavored to 
muutanend to his own m serable existence. 
But the wound which he intlicted on himself 
was not fatal, and as for the doctor, he escaped 
with nothing but a severe fright. Perhaps he 
thought that one of his putients was taking 
summary vengeance upon him. Emile 
Florian was walked off to jail, still howling 
for vengeance on Gambetta. He did not set 
up any plea of insanity, nor did the doctors 
who ftorthwith examined him find in him 
the trace of any craze whatsoever. The man 
was not dissipated; had had no criminal ten- 
dencies, so far as the minute search into pri- 
vate character—always undertaken in France 
when one stands accused of crime—could 
discern. “‘Why, then,” said the judge who 
examined him at the trial on Monday, “why, 
then, did you allow.a peaceable and honora- 
ble existence to be suilied by an attempt at 
murder?’ Florian answered, ‘I was not to 
think selfishly of myself alone. There are 
others who are suffering, and they are very 
numerous. Whatare we laborers, after all? 
We are only instruiwents of fortune for the 
bourgeois. Wesow our strengtl.;. they reap 
the fruits of it. Machinery has ruined the 
prospects of the workingman,. JI say it is cer- 
tain that one day the proletariat will have 
its revenge.” The judge interrupted this 
rambling speech with the observation, ‘*You 
received at least four francs wages every day.”’ 

“Yes, but Lsaw all around me fathers of 
families who were getting but fifty sous.”’ 
“You Were a constant visitor at the inns 
where the demagognes who get up strikes held 
their meetings. Yow were seen reading so- 
cialist papers, andon the slightest pretext 
you expressed a ferocious hatred tor the bour- 
veoiseie, Louise Michel lodged in theinn 
where you lived when siie went to Rbeim:? to 
give her lectures. Your parents were obliged 
togend you away from home. You went 
from mill to mill, getting discharged at each 
one because of your sentiments, And finally 
becoming daily more and more irritated and 
intracticable, you resolved to distinguish 
yourself by killing an exploiteur of the peo- 
ple.” ‘And to kill myself afterward, sir. 
When I was discharged from my _ place I was 
forced to go on strike, wasn't 1? When we 
talk ofstrikes we are insulted and kicked out. 
It isn’t fair that the employers should have 
everything and we nothing. I 
wanted revenge. I wanted the life 
of a bourgeois.” ‘‘And tliat is the reason 
that you left Rheims in October. You had 
even been practicing at a mark, I believe.” 
“Yes. I shot at trees, until I thought my 
aim was good enough toenable me tohita 
man.” Florian then went on to tell how he 
watched tor Gambetta at tie Palais Bourbon 
first, but how the police were so numerous 
there, that he believed he should find no op- 
portunity to carry out his plan. Before going 
to Ville d’ Auray he wrote the following let- 
ter to an editor of the outrageous newspaper 
‘alled Neither God Nor Master, luckily now 
suppressed. I give the epistle to show one of 
the phases of the socialistic feeling, which is 
still wonderfully strong here, and of which 
there have been numerous outcroppings 
latelv—in the strikes here and in the Gard, 
and in Southern France, especially. 

“Dear Citizen—I take the liberty of writing 
you this note in the hope that you will pub- 
lish itin your estimable journal. For some 
time past I have been disgusted with life. I 
hope to-day to put an end to my existence. 
But my duty is first, as a friend of the revolu- 
tion, to rid society of one of those rogues who 
personify the bourgeoisie (the middle class. ) 
But itis difficult todo, as most of these 
rogues ride in their carriages. I have been 
on the watch at the Palais Bourbon for some 
time. But the villain with the glass eye (he 
meant Gambetta) didn’t show himself. Never 
mind; his turn will come some day. I mean 
to bring down one, however, who wears the 
ribbon which he has won by the sweat ot 
the workingmen’s brows. Now I invite all 
poor toilers like myself, whenever they are in 
the misery of poverty, to do as Imean to do, 
s0 that there may be a kind of skirmish until 
the grand social revolution begins.”’

The judge then blandly remarked to Cit- 
zen Florian that the sentence was twenty 
years of penal servitude. ‘“‘Hurrah for the 
social revolution!” cried Florian, after which 
the gendarmes led him away to begin his ex- 
piation. Meantime the gentleman whom F'lo- 
rian called the “‘villain with the glass eye’’ is 
peaceably pursuing his career as deputy, and 
seems entirely to have forgotten that he was 
ever president of the council of ministers.

His early lite atschool and on the farm was 
full of hardships, His aggressive nature and 
the difference between his tastes and ambi- 
tions and those of the boys with whom he was 
surrounded often brought him contlicts, and 
the severe battle of life began early and has 
rever ceased. His form and features seem to 
have been moulded to express only the great 
force of his nature, and therefore both his 
mind and body were almost a constant men- 
ace to his associates.

He tinaliy tooked up 
irom his book to find thatshe had stopped 
knitting and was gazing at him intently, with 
an earnest look of inquiry upon her counte- 
nance. Both looked each other square in the 
face for amoment, when she drew the needle 
from her work, aud thrusting it back again 
with a sort of dissatistied air, said, rather re- 
gretfully: 

“Jerry, you may some day be a very good 
and a very smart man. I hope you will. Bat, 
bless my soul, boy, you will never be hand- 
some.” | 

The good, honest housewife’s predictions 
Were verified, for good looks bave never been 
counted as one of Judge Black’s attractions.

It will be in connection with the 
erain fields of Indiana, Illinois and Mich- 
igan. It will pass through the coal measures 
of Kentucky forty miles, and through the 
great tobacco counties of that state. It pene- 
trates andruns along the great iron region 
of Tennessee, as well as the immense 
forests of Lewis, Hickman, Wayne and Dick- 
son counties. In Alabamait runs through a 
fine agricultural region and mountains filled 
with both coal and iron. It will connect mn 
eentral Alabama with the Georgia Pacific 
railroad now being rapidly constructed by the 
same company from Atlanta, Ga., to Texar- 
kana, Texas.

W.T. THOMPSON. 


- Death of Georgia’s Oldest Editor and Author. 
Special dispatch to The Coustitution. 

SAVANNAH, March 24. — Colonel W. T. 
Thompson died at his home this evening, at 
half-past eight o’clock, after a painful illness 
of several months. 

HIS LAST HOURS. 

His last hours were peaceful, and his mind 
was clear almost to the end. He died as be 
had desired, with his loved ones around him 
and his eyes resting upon the noble wife who 
had been the ministering angel of his life and 
his consolation in his last trials. He passed 
away with a Christian’s faith in the life be- 
vond the grave. The impression of his life is 
engraved upon Georgia’s history. He leaves 
to his family and his people the legacy of an 
honorable name. 

Colonel William Tappan Thompson, the 
editor of the Savannah Morning News, was 
born in Ravenna, Portage county, Ohio, on 
the $list of August, 1812. His father was a 
native of Virginia, and his mother a native of 
Dublin, Ireland. Her facher took an active 
partin the revolution of '98, and came to this 
country as a political exile. Colonel Thomp- 
son’s parents were among the _ pioneers 
who settled in what was then known 
as the New England Western — re- 
serve—a wilderness inhabited by Indians— 
and the swhject of this sketch was the first 
white child born in the township of Ravenna, 
Colonel Thompson's mother died when he was 
11 years old, and a year afterwards he went to 
Philadelphia, where he remained some four 
years. A part of the time he attended school, 
but his fatber dying in the meantime, he was 
deprived of the educational advantages he 
sought, and was thrown upon_ his own re- 
sources. He entered the office of the 
Philadelphia Chronicle, where he remained 
about two years, acquiring, in the meantime, 
a fair knowledge of the printing business. In 
his seventeenth year he went to Florida as 
the private secretary of acting Governor West- 
cott, With whom tfe also read law. He re- 
moved from Florida to Augusta in 1835, and 
was for a short time connected with the 
States Rights Sentinel, a paper at that time 
edited by the late Judge A. B. Longstreet. 
Upon the breaking out of the Seminole war 
he volunteered asa member of the Richmond 
Blues, and served through the campaign of 
1835-6. In the spring of the latter year he 
entered the oftice of Judge Longstreet with a 
view of making the law his professsion, but 
his plans were frustrated by the judge's aban- 
donment of the law business for the ministry. 

In the fall of 1836, Col. Thompson began 
the publication of the A ugusta Mirror, the 
first purely literary paper ever published in 
Georgia. In _ the summer of 1837 
he married Miss Caroline <A. Carrie, 
daughter of the late Joseph Carrie, of Bor- 
deaux, France, and for many years a promii- 
nent merchant of Augusta and Barnwell, 8. 

'. The Mirror, while it was a literary suc- 
cess, proved to be a financial failure. The 
paper was finally merged into the Family 
Companion, a monthly published in Macon, 
and for a few - months he edited the latter pe- 
riodical. He was finally induced, however, 
to take charge of the Madison Miscellany, a 
weekly paper publtished by Colonel C. R. 
Hanleiter. It was while editing this paper 
that Colonel Thompson wrote the series of 
letters which, enveiumed, has charmed and 
amused so many thousands,and which is 
known as Major Jones's Ceurtship.’’ In 1845 
he prepered jor the press *Hotchkiss’s Codifi- 
cation of the Statute Laws of Georgia,’ and 
during the same year became connected with 
Park Benjamin, the poei, in the publication 
of a large weck!y paper in Baltimore called 
the Western Continent, of which he finally 
become the sole editor and proprietor. He 
disposed of the Western Continent in 1800, 
went to Savannah, and, in connec- 
tion with the late* John M. Cooper, 
founded the Savannah Morning News, a 
paper with which he has been steadily con-

‘The overflow of the Bayou 
Grossetete is caused by the water from Pointe 
Coupie crevasse. A dispatch from the presi- 
dent of the police jury of west Baton Rouge 
parish, concerning the levees says, the river 
shows.a half an inch decline since last night. 

UP THE RIVER. 

The Times-Democrat steamer, Tusas, arriv- 
ed at Delhi, La., yesterday. Its correspond- 
ent telegraphs a graphic description of af- 
fairsin that section and along Black river. 
At the mouth of Red river, 
information was obtained, that Hog 
Point crevasse had submerged a_ large 
plantation, anJd that stock had generally 
been sent out of that section to the hills in 
Mississippi. On the way up to Delhi the 
steamer picked up several families who were 
in search of high ground. After reaching the 
mouth of Black river the entire country pre- 
sented the appearance of 

A VAST INLAND SEA, 
not a spot of land being  vis- 
ible anywhere. The houses of squatters 
or smal! farmers were abandoned and aimost 
submerged. Only chimneys and roofs of 
houses were seeu above the tlood. The ocen- 
pants hud long since removed the stock and 
household goods to the highland further up 
the river. These people having no credit, 
cannot furnish themselyes with provisions 
The present distress will be relieved by the 
ration agents at Troy and other points. Nearly 
all the women and children of this section 
have been sent to the hills, but the male pop- 
ulation, white and colored, is living in gin 
houses and corn cribs, the floors ef which are 
scaffolded up above the water. They are 
working hard to save theirstock by conveying 
them in flat boats to the high land. At 
least eight plantations on the Black 
fiver are submerged, with nothing to 
mark their locality but the house-tops. The 
water in the fields was six feet deep, and the 
only means of communication by boats, and 
rafts filled with frightened cattle and poultry 
huddled together on the house-tops made a 
scene of utter desolation and difficult to de- 
scribe. 
ON TENSAS RIVER. 

After leaving the town of ‘Troy and enter- 
ing Tensas river, no land was seen until we 
reached the bayou Macon hills, a distance of 
88 miles, and the trip through this section of 
the state was more like a sea than a river voy- 
age, By interviewing White and 
colored people it was ascertained that along 
the Tensas river very little actual suffering 
for want of food prevails, as the colored peo- 
ple have so far been furnished with food by 
the planters. The stock from this 
section has gencrally been sent to the hills. 
Prominent planters on the Tensas stated that 
they were opposed to the issuance of govern- 
ment rations, as there was no destitution 
along that river so great that the people could 
not relieve, and the rations would demoralize 
the laborers. Pianters are generally able to 
feed their hands until the flood is over. The 
negroes nad already refused to assist in con- 
veying out the stock, saying the government 
would send them rations. Other planters, 
however, said many of them 
could not get city merchanis to 
advance supplies, and unless the government 
furnished rations there would be great desti- 
tution among the colored people. 

RANDOLPH'S REPORT. 

Lieutenant Randolph, who was detailed by 
order of the war departinent to investigate the 
condition of the people in this section 
of country has carefully questioned 
those whom he met, and from the facts ob- 
tained, the conclusion was reached that at 
present the only general destitution which 
prevails isamong the white and colored squat- 
ters, who cultivate small farms, have no help 
and have neither credit nor money. 

THE WORK BEING DONE, 

The Times Democrat's steamer is rendering 
good service in {iis section, removing stock, 
etc. A Delhi, La., special says the Black and 
Tensas rivers, and the Bayou Macon are ris- 
ing rapidly, and fears are entertained that the 
stock scatfulded along these streams will be 
drowned. The loss of stock is now estimated 
at $750,000, and the loss in fences will amount 
to $100,000. Fifty-eight thousand people live 
along these streams, and cultivate 100,000 
acres ot land. 
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THE LAW AVENGED. 


Hangings in Pennsyivania, New York, and Illinols. 

MippLesurGe, Pa., March 24.—Jonathan 
Moyer was hanged here to-day for the murder 
and robbery of John Kintzler and his wife 
“Gretchen. on December &8th 1877. Through a 
delay in removing a prop the fall was not suf- 
ficient to break his neck, and death ensued 
from strangulation 944 minutes after the fall. 
Iie showed extreme firmness, declaring on the 
scaffold that the murder had been committed 
on Friday, December 7th, by two parties. He 
claimed that he did not participate in the 
deed, but that he helped to rob and barn 
the premises and bodies on the following 
evening. 

FRANK AND IENRY RUMBERGER. 

HanrriseurG, Pa., March 24.—Frank and 
Henry Rumberger were hanged at 10:40 this 
morning, forthe murder and robbery of Dan- 
iel Troutman in November, 1880. There were 
no incidents or accidents. Everything was 
done with mechanical precision, and there 
were no leave takings or remarks from the 
scaffold. Oneof the men closed his eyes as 
he was led from the cell. and never opened 
them orspeke a word afterwards. The other 
had his eyes open, but said nothing. Neither 
showed a sign of fear. 

JOHN A, NEVELING. 

CLEARFIELD, Pa., March 24.—Jobn A. Nevy- 
eling, convicted of the murder of Samuel 
Pannington on February 17, 1880, was hanged 
here at 10:25 this morning. His neck was 
broken by the falland he died without a 
struggle.

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A CURIOUS PROCEEDING 


Of Two Cottractors on the Macon End of the New 
Railroad. 

A rather singular story comes up from the 
line of the Macon extension of the Cincinnati 
and Georgia road. Two sub-contractors, Eu- 
banks and Welcher, under Condon & Co., 
have ceased work in a strange manner. The 
gentiemen named have a_ contract for 
grading sections 55, 56, 57 and = 44.

MR. JAMES’S PROPOSITION. 


A Shert Interview, In Which He Explains Hi« Offer 
of Park Ground. 


“Mr. James, tell me something about your 
park proposition,’ said a Constitution re- 
porter to Mr. John H. James yesterday. 

“Our idea is simply, this,” replied Mr. 
James: “Yesterday several gentlemen and 
myself held a meeting and taiked the matter 
over. There were some other gentlemen who 
could not be present at the meeting but who 
sent word that they were with us in sprrit. 
Well, we are satistied that we can raise a sufti- 
clent amount of money to buy one hundred 
acres of ground either on the west side or 
south side of the city or probably both. Our 
idea is to give one tiundred acres of land for a 
park, and then require the city to spend the 
litteen thousand dollars immediately in im- 
proving it. We have no ax to grind except 
to have the park in our neighborhood and to 
have nice people to come and buy the land 
next to the park. We are satisfied that we 
can buy and give this hundred acres and still 
miake money by the operation,” 

“Where do you think of selecting 
land?” 

“There is a place that is offered us on the 
Green's ferry road, lying to the right of the 
roud near the city limits. We think,that we 
can offer that. it has running through ita 
large branch and a creck, and has two or three 
springs.” 

‘How near is it to West End?” 

‘“ttis to the right or north of West End. 

“Where is the other piece?” 

“We have another piece of Jand in view 
that lies across the Central railroad a little to 
the west of West End, opposite Anthony 
Murphy's residence, and extending east. We 
think we will be able to tender that piece, but 
ve have not investigated it fully.”’ 

“Isthat the piece which you propose to 
offer as the south side location ?”’ 

Yes.”’ 

“If your proposition is accepted when can 
you close up the matter?

“Oh. yes, I know him,” said a leading busi. 
ness man‘of Atlanta. 

“Know who?’ 

“Why Shipherd, the man who swore yes- 
terday, in Washington, that he organized the 
Pe:uvian guano conrvpany under an old char- 
ter issued by the Georgia legislature to the 
late Duit tireen.”’ 

WHO SHIPHERD IS. 

“Ts that so? Well, what do 
him?’ 

“Heis a native of Central New York, about 
forty-five vears of age, an oily-tongued, un- 
scrupulous adventurer who, under the cloak 
of superior sanctity, wiles into the contidence 
of people but to betray them. He was educa- 
ted at Oberlin college, Chio, from which in- 
stitution he graduated with the highest hon- 
ors, and on entering the busy pursuits of life, 
found his avocation in preaching. He was 
so eloquent and apparently sincere, that he 
soon attracted attention, and this gaimed for 
him a call to the pastorate of Plymouth Con- 
gregational church, in Chicago,” 

SOME EARLY INCIDENTS. 

“Can you give some incidents of his ca- 
reer?’’ 

‘I believe he was the original chureh-debt 
raiser, and exhibited much zeal in his per- 
sonal efforts to help weak congregations out 
ofStinancial trouble.’ 

4 FRLEND OF THE NEGRO, 

“Did he ever take part in public ques- 
tions?’’ : 

“During the war he took great interest in 
the affairs of the freedmen, and deeming the 
l'reedmen’s aid society, under the auspices of 
the government, inadequate to the needs of 
the newly enfranchised, he took active meas- 
ures tor the harmonizing of other interests, 
and was chosen president of the resulting 
organization known as the Freedmen’s Union 
Aid comnaiission, The association was very 
successful, and finally when its object was 
fully accomplished at the close of the war, he 
retired from it with many thanks for his 
active and efficient werk.” 

A SAMPLE BIT OF BIOGRAPHY. 

‘How did your acquaintance with him de- 
gin?’’ 

“TI was a member of his church. Some time 
along in 1867 or 1868, the Congregationalists 
ot the west felt considerably outraged by cer- 
tain features of the New York Inuependent, 
which was then echoing the vagaries of Theo- 
dore Tilton. The need was felt of a good de- 
nominational paper, conducted under accept- 
able auspices, and reflecting the views of gur 
best thinkers. This took effect in the estab- 
lishment of the Chicago Advance.” 

‘How was it organized?’ 

“By stock subscriptions. I was one of the 
heaviest stockholders, which fact led to my 
being selected as chairman of the auditing 
committee. - Mr. Shipherd, our nas- 
tor, had one share of stock 
and we ejected him to be secretary of the 
compuny. The venture was highly success- 
ful, and is now one of the leading denomina- 
tional journals of the union. But it was not 
long until, in my investigations as chief audi- 
tor, 1 discovered a very disagreeable fact. 

HI8 CROOKED WAYS, 
“*What was that” 
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ized an advertising agency, with General | 
Sweet as partner. The Advance company, 
having plenty of money and being willing to 
spend it to extend its circulation, gave the 
secretary authority to meke contracts for that 
purpose. Mr. Shipherd, the secretary, made 
contracts with Mr. Shipherd, the advertising 
agent. which were almost too advantageous 
for theagent, and to the detriment of the sec- 
retary. Isoon found out that the secretary 
was having an easy thing with the associa- 
tion, and the advertising agent was having an 
equally easy time with the secretary.” 

‘What cid vou do then?’ 

“Tat once brought the matter before our 
board, where I fully sustained every charge. 
The result was that our preacher had to seek 
new fields for the exercise of his inventive 
genius,” 

OTHER BUSINESS VENTURES. 

“Did he enter into any other business ven- 
tures?”’ , 

‘From his loan and real estate business he 
developed into a banker, and*soon established 
branches in New York and in Frankfort, 
Germany. Hle was made president of the 
Riverside company, one of the great subur- 
ban enterprises of Chicago, and he laid out 
and founded the town of Eimbhurst. From 
(‘hicago he vravitated toward New York, and 
in the fall of 1IS72, secured control of the 
Southside railroad, and conceived the scheme 
of consolidating the Long Island roads under 
one management. - He failed disastrously in 
this undertaking, and all his projects came to 
naught.’’ t 

ESTABLISHED IN NEW YORK. 

“What became of him ther?” 

‘In 1877 he entered the law school of the 
University of New York, and in 1878 was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He established his office 
at No. 10 Spruce street, and from this place he 
has constructed all of his latter schemes. He 
is president of ‘‘the Peruvian company’’ un- 
der Duff Green's alleged charter. This com- 
pany claims to own the Cochet and Landreau 
claims against the bankrupt republic of Peru, 
aggregating the stupendous sum of $00,000,- 
000, In consideration of this lien, the com- 
pany proposes, withthe moral and politica! 
approval of the United States, to assume yos- 
session of the guano and nitrate lands of 
Peru, and administer them in the interest. of 
Peru and her various creditors, first securing 
his own immense plans. To this end he has 
endeavored to gain the assistance of our dip- 
lomatic agents and some prominent public 
men.”’ 

BEFORE THE COMMITTEE. 

“What do you think of bis methods before 
the congressional committee?” 

“They are thoroughly characteristic of the 
man. His pretense of illness and _ his tailure 
to produce the letter of May 21, are but the 
repetition of his old tricks with which Il was 
familiar in Chicago. But the most character- 
istic event of the investigation is the manner 
in Which he allowed the name of the myste- 
rious senator to leak out. Tt was no slipofl 
the tongue—it was astute deliberation. I tell 
you, sir, that man isan oily villain.” 

THE WHOLE MATTER EXPLAINED. 

‘How do you account for all this?” 

“It must be in the air of Chicago. Rey- 
erend David Swing went inty paths not sanc- 
tioned by orthodoxy. Rev. George C. Milnes 
has lately been giving utterance to some very 
strange sayings. I[ believe that when Ship- 
herd tirst went to Chicago be was honest; but 
the place was too much for him. I had a 
family to raise, and for its benefit I left the 
place.” 

And saying this he looked terribly in ear- 
hest.

THE FIRE DEPARTM ENT. 


An Interesting Talk With Chief Karwisch on the | 
Subject. 

‘How does the de partment stand on the 
question of a paid service?’ asked a ConstrI- 
TuTION reporter of Chief Karwisch, of the 
tire department. 

“Weare ready for it,’ he replied. ‘‘We 
gave the ci-y council notice three months 
ago—before the Block fire—that we would be 
ready to give upthe ghost after the first of 
July.” 

‘Is the lack of interest a late thing?” 

“No; interest in the fire department had 
been decreasing for some time. We did not 
get discouraged on account of the late fires. 
Our communication to the council was sent 
in before the Block fire occurred.”’ 

‘The companies are pretty well off, are they 
not?” 

‘Some of them are. No.1 is worth about 
$25,000. I guess she owns her building and 
lotand equipments, and has asnug sum of 
money besides.’ 

“What are the other companies worth?” 

“You can make almost as good an estimate 
as I can, No. 2 does not own the lot she oc- 
cupies, but has the building and her engine, 
horses, etc. She ofiers to sell for $7,300. No. 
3, I think, is worth about $18,000, which in- 
cludes the building. The hook and ladder 
company has a two thousand dollar truck, 
which has been in use for about 
two years. Thev have also. their 
horses, wavon and building, which is a valua- 
bleone. I cannot make a close estimate of 
the other companies.’’ 

‘How many companies are 
city?” 

“There are six fire companies in town— 
three engine companies, two hose companies 
and one hook and ladder truck. There are 
four engines tn the city, but one of them has 
never been admitted to the department.” 

“Why aed 

‘Because the appropriation of ten thousand 
dollars which is allowed us is not sufficient 
for the needs of what we already had, and to 
admit another company would be but to 
further cripple us.”’
